cidents of his life here. Long 
after he jou rney ed from Spencer 
cou nty to the Illinois prairies 
and a wider theatre of action, he 
rev isited the scenes of his boy ­ 
hood. One of the few poems he 
ev er wrote was inspired by this 
pilgrimage, breathing the m elan­ 
choly he felt becau se of the ab­ 
sence of so many he had known. 
We are passing throu gh a Na­ 
tional period of difficu lty and 
distress, not u nlike others of 
similar character; bu t which, if 
not checked by u nfailing cou r­ 
age and u ny ielding patriotism , 
may threaten the v ery life of the 
Nation. At su ch a time we may 
well tu rn for inspiration to the 
career of this great man, so 
mu ch belov ed, that his figu re be­ 
comes legendary ; and when now, 
as nev er before, ev ery fact abou t 
him has become of su preme pu b­ 
lic interest. 
While a y ou th in Indiana, Lin­ 
coln liv ed throu gh a period of 
National depression tha t took 
on the proportions of disaster. 


Thomas H. Benton, the great 
Missou ri Senator, in his work, 
“Thirty Years in Congress,” de­ 
clared tha t when he entered the 
Senate in 18 21, tha t commerce 
throu ghou t the Union was para­ 
ly zed; there was no m arket for 
the farm ers’ produ ce; no em ­ 
ploy ment for labor; and when 
the only sou nd of the ham m er 
was that heard at sales* by the 
sheriff of the property of ru ined 
debtors. Cu rrency was of u ncer­ 
tain v alu e and mu ch of it w orth­ 
less. 
Mechanics were pleading 
for work on the u nfinished Cap­ 
itol at W ashington at fifty cents 
a day or less. We know tha t this 
paraly sis of indu stry and agri­ 
cu ltu re tou ched ov en the far 
frontier on which the Lincolns 
liv ed; for an English trav eler, 
jou rney ing as far west as Indi­ 
ana, so recou nts. In a book pu b­ 
lished u pon his retu rn to Eu rope, 
he set down the conclu sion tha t 
the day had gone by when there 
was fu rther opportu nity for Old 
World 
em igrants 
in 
America,

—The ev entfu l treasu ry career of 
Andrew W. Mellon comes to its 
formal close today , and his su c­ 
cessor Ogden L. Mills takes of­ 
fice.

The v eteran 
Pennsy lv anian, 
who goes to London as am bassa­ 
dor, delav ed resigning* his post 
u ntil Mills was giv en his com­ 
mission a.s secretary , and was 
ready to take oath of office. Last 
night President Hoov er receiv ed 
formal notice from the senate 
tha t the new treasu ry head was 
approv ed. He issu ed the commis­ 
sion forthw ith and the oathtak- 
ing was set for today . 
It inv olv ed a triple ceremony ; 
Mellon resigning, Mills taking 
oath as secretary , and A rthu r A. 
Ballantine 
simu taneou sly 
ad­ 
v ancing to the u ndersecretary 
post v acated by the new chief. 
Mellon is the third m an to 
leav e the Hoov er cabinet; Mills 
the thirteenth to enter it. The 
death of Jam es W. Good cau sed 
Patrick Hu rley to be made sec­ 
retary of war ; Jam es J. Dav is re­ 
signed the labor portfolio to en­ 
ter the senate, and Hu gh N. Doak 
su cceeded him. 
No date has been set for Mell­ 
on’s departu re to London, bu t it 
probably will be w ithin three or 
fou r weeks, after a rest in some 
su nny sou thern spot.

One was struck by lig ht­ 
ning . The o ther was killed by a 
crane blo wn o v er o n him. Three 
o thers died when a fishing smack 
capsized in the face o f a heav y 
wind in Lake Erie o ff Ashtabula 
Harbo r. Ohio . __ 
In Chicag o fifteen small build­ 
ing s were damag ed when the 
wind reached a v elo city o f 
32 
miles an ho ur. Abo ut the same 
time the temperature g o t up to 
64. a reco rd fo r February 11. 
Cincinnati, Ohio repo rted fifty 
ho uses unro o fed by wind, while 
repo rts o f o ther damag e came 
in fro m so uthern Illino is. In the 
v icinity o f Mapleto n, 111., 
the 
lo ss was estimated a t $5 0,000 a 
scho o l ho use was destro y ed. An­ 
o ther scho o l was wrecked a t Pe­ 
o ria a few minutes after the pu­ 
pils had beefi dismissed.

d ropped 
the 
measu re in the 
hou se hopper. Tomorrow hear­ 
ings will be begu n before the 
senate banking committee. 
Lead ers of both parties are 
su pporting the bill. 
Tonight it was d isclosed that 
the first week ot Presid ent Hoo­ 
v er’s 
anti-hoard ing 
campaign 
saw a d ecrease of $5 ,000,000 in 
the amou nt of money in circu ­ 
lation in the cou ntry , ind icating 
that part of it, at least, had 
come ou t of hid ing to retu rn to 
channels of commerce. 
The fed eral reserv e board ’s 
weekly statement said that to­ 
tal money in circu lation for the 
week end ing y esterd ay was $5 ,- 
626,000,000, an amou nt $1,032,- 
000,000 greater than on the cor­ 
respond ing d ate-a y ear ago.

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MOON AND THE WEATHER 
Cu rio u sly p ersistent are the v ario u s su p ersti­ 
tio ns relating to the effect o f the mo o n o n the 
weather o r o n the farm cro p s. One o f the mo st 
u nreaso nable o f these beliefs, say s the Weather 
Bu reau in Washingto n, is th at if the ho rns o f 
the new crescent mo o n tip do wnward it is a 
“wet” mo o n, p o rtending rain. 
As a m atter o f fact, o n any giv en date the 
p o sitio n o f the crescent mo o n is alway s the same 
in p laces hav ing the same latitu de, so the same 
kind o f weather wo u ld necessarily p rev ail, were 
this sign o f any v alu e, thro u gho u t a belt o f lati­ 
tu de ex tending aro u nd the glo bef. Again, near 
the Eq u ato r, in a p art o f the wo rld no to rio u s fo r 
its heav y rainfall, the y o u ng mo o n is generally 
in an almo st ho rizo ntal p o sitio n, o r, acco rding 
to the p ro v erb, it is almo st alway s a “dry ” mo o n. 
If the mo o n co u ld be v iewed fro m the No rth o r 
So u th Po le, o n the o ther hand, its p o sitio n wo u ld 
be, fo r the su p erstitio u s, indicativ e o f “wet” 
weather, bu t these regio ns are characterized by 
so little rainfall and sno w that they rank amo ng 
the arid p arts o f the glo be. 
Other su p erstitio ns relating to the mo o n are 
tho se which o ffer gu idance in farm p ractice, su ch 
as so wing o r reap ing, breeding o r bu tchering, 
shingling o r shearing, o r any o ther farm activ ­ 
ity su p p o sed to be affected by the “dark” o r the 
“light” o f the mo o n. The scientist p o ints o u t 
th at the chief things affecting the gro wth o f 
cro p s at any stage are: Temp eratu re o f so il and 
air; co mp o sitio n o f adjacent atmo sp here; kind 
and intensity o f light; p resence o r absence and 
sev erity o f p lant disease; mechanical co nditio n 
o f the so il, lo o se o r co mp act; fertility o f the so il; 
and q u antity o f o ther v egetatio n o r weeds p res­ 
ent. The mo o n has no thing to do with any o f 
these co nditio ns affecting cro p s. It has no in­ 
flu ence o n weather o r so il. Ev en the light o f the 
fu ll mo o n is no t intense eno u gh to hav e any ef­ 
fect o n p lant gro wth o r p lant diseases. The chief 
go o d acco mp lished by these o ld beliefs, as em­ 
bo died in ru ral lo re, is thro u gh the sy stematiz­ 
ing o f farm wo rk, fix ing a time fo r v ario u s ac­ 
tiv ities, and the fo rce imp arted to the freq u ent­ 
ly necessary inju nctio n, “Do it no w.” 


WHEN THE SWAN SINGS 
Do es a swan really sing a beau tifu l so ng when 
it dies? The p o ets tell u s so , bu t the statement 
has been co ntested by natu ralists. Hav e y o u ev er 
heard a dy ing swan so ng? 
The sto ry o f the “swan so ng” is o ne o f tAe mo st 
beau tifu l that has co me do wn to u s thro u gh the 
ages. Its o rigin is difficu lt to trace, bu t there is 
no q u estio n as to its antiq u ity , fo r it ap p ears fre­ 
q u ently in literatu re o f early date. 
So crates, in the fifth centu ry B. C., is cred­ 
ited with hav ing referred to this legend o f the 
swan, “which . . . all go o d men sho u ld imitate, 
who p erceiv ing what gain there was in death, 
sho u ld die singing with jo y .” Aristo tle, who liv ed 
du ring the nex t centu ry and was the greatest 
natu ralist o f his time, accep ted the swan so ng 
as fact, fo r he say s: “Swans hav e the p o wer o f 
so ng, esp ecially when near the end o f their liv es, 
and so me p erso ns, sailing near the co ast o f 
Ly bia, hav e met many o f them in the sea, singing 
a mo u rnfu l so ng, and hav e afterward seen them 
die.” 
Po ets hav e been mo re relu ctant to abando n 
so fine a theme. The wo rks o f Shakesp eare co n­ 
tain sev eral references to the swan so ng, no tably 
in “Othello ,” and “The Merchant o f Venice.” 
The late Pro fesso r D. G. Ellio tt, o ne o f Ameri­ 
ca’s greatest and mo st resp ected scientists, re­ 
lates that he and a friend were sho o ting in Cu r­ 
ritu ck So u nd, No rth Caro lina, when o ne o f a 
p assing flo ck o f swans was hit. “On receiv ing 
his wo u nd, the wings became fix ed, and he co m­ 
menced at o nce his so ng, which was co ntinu ed 
u ntil the water was reached, nearly half a mile 
away . I am p erfectly familiar with ev ery no te 
a swan is accu sto med to u tter, bu t nev er befo re 
o r since hav e I heard any like tho se su ng by 
this stricken bird. Mo st p laintiff in character 
and mu sical in to ne it so u nded at times like the 
so ft ru nning o f the no tes o f an o ctav e. And as 
the so u nd was bo rne to u s, mello wed by the dis­ 
tance, we sto o d asto nished and co u ld o nly ex ­ 
claim, ‘We hav e heard the so ng o f the dy ing 
swan.’ ”

.HERE IS BIOGRAPHY THAT LINCOLN PENNED WITH HIS OWN HAND FOR 18 60 VOTERS 


BY ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


(Written as Material in Connec­ 
tion With His Campaign for 
the Presidency in 18 60) 


I was bo rn Feb. 12 , 1809, in 
Hardin co u nty , Kentu cky . 
My 
p arents were bo th bo rn in Vir­ 
ginia o f u ndistingu ished famil­ 
ies, seco nd families, p erhap s I 
sho u ld say . 
My mo ther, who 
died in my tenth y ear, was o f a 
family o f the name o f Hanks, 
so me o f who m no w reside in 
Adams, and o thers in Maco n 
co u nties, 111. 
My p aternal grandfather, Ab­ 
raham Linco ln, emigrated fro m 
Ro ckingham 
co u nty , 
Va., 
to 
Kentu cky , abo u t 17 81 o r 17 82, 
where, a y ear o r two later, he 
was killed by Indians, no t in 
battle, bu t by stealth, when he 
was labo ring to o p en a farm in 
the fo rest. 
His ancesto rs, who were Qu ak­ 
ers, went to Virginia fro m Berks 
co u nty , Penn. An effo rt to iden- 
j 
tify them with the New England i 
family o f the same name, ended j 
in no thing mo re definite than a j 
similarity o f Christian names o f 
bo th families, su ch as Eno ch, 
Lev i, Mo rdecai, So lo mo n, Abra­ 
ham and the like. 
My father, at the death o f his 
father, was bu t 6 y ears o f age 
and he grew u p literally with­ 
o u t edu catio n. He remo v ed fro m 
Kentu cky to what is no w Sp en­ 
cer co u nty , Ind., in my eighth 
y ear. We reached o u r new ho me 
abo u t the time the state came 
into the Unio n. It was a wild 
regio n, with many bears and 
o ther wild animals still in the 
wo o ds. There I grew u p . 
There were so me scho o ls, so - 
called, bu t no q u alificatio n was 
ev er req u ired o f a teacher be­ 
y o nd “readin’, writin’ and cip h­ 
erin’ ” to the ru le o f three. 
If a straggler su p p o sed to u n­ 
derstand Latin hap p ened to so - 
ju rn in the neighbo rho o d, he 
was lo o ked u p o n as a wizard — 
there was abso lu tely no thing to 
ex cite ambitio n fo r edu catio n, o f 
co u rse. When I came o f age I 
did 
no t 
kno w 
mu ch — still, 
so meho w, I co u ld read, write and 
cip her to the ru le o f three, bu t

Mr. Lincoln, at J udge Fell’s request, wrote this autobiography in December, 18 5 9 , for 
the guidance of his friends in preparing material for his presidential candidacy in 18 60. The illustra­ 
tion reproduces parts of the document in Mr. Lincoln’s handwriting.

To what ex tent is this due 
to the fact that in a period of 
prosperity and lux ury and ease, 
all of us in some degree hav e 
surrendered to that indifference, 
that selfishness, that lack of 
courage and faith, that unreadi­ 
ness to striv e against obstacles 


that cy nicism and skepticism 
and despair, which permeating 
a people in a Republic like ours, 
make the achiev ements of lead­ 
ership impossible? It is hard to 
keep the faith in times of trial, 
which test loy alty and tempt 
fear. How well Lincoln learned 
this when in the midst of his 
struggle to sav e the Union, when 
the fate of a Nation rested on 
his shoulders, he was assailed 
npt only from the front but 
from the rear, alike by friend 
and foe, and in mid-stream of
